Boston, Mass., Oct. 8—Aj serious acci­ 
dent occurred this evening on the Old Col 
ony Railroad to a crowded excursion train 
which was returning from Silver Lake 
rowing match between Reagan, of Boston, 
and Davis, of Portland. A train of twentv 
cars went off the track. It is rumored 
that forty-two persons were killed, and 
that Reagan, the boatman, was fatally in­ 
jured. 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 8, midnight—Acci­ 
dent on the Old Colony Railway occurred 
between Atlantlcjand Wollaston Heights 
about 7 o'clock this evening. The scene 
of the accident is about 7 miles from Bos­ 
ton, and as soon as the news reached the 
city large numbers of cots and stretchers 
were scot out by the city officials 
At midnight no Intelligent account has 
been received, but it is known that at least 
ten were killikl, and about one hundred 
wounded in a greater.or less degree. The 
train to which the accident happened was 
me one returning from Silver Lake, and 
was composed of twenty-two cars and en­ 
gines, carrying about 1,500 persons, who 
nad been out to witness the race between

was not going at a

rate of 
speed, perhaps twenty miles an hour. 
it is not yet positively known what was the 
cause of the accident, but it is ^stated that 
the freight train had just been switched off 
to make room for the excursion train, and 
as the accident occurred at this switch, 
there is reasonable supposition that it had 
not been properly locked.

SO NEAR TO GOLD VALUE 
as the |700,000,000 of paper money In the 
United States is to-night. [Applause.] I 
appeal to those who have known it longest 
and known it best tor the truth of this as­ 
sertion. And, practically having, as I say, 
by a series of wise measures, based upon a 
series of 
bitterest experiences, having 
brought the currency of this country up to 
practical equality with coin, and being just 
ready to welcome coin into circulation—a 
hundred millions watting to leap into the 
channels of circulation—the question Is now 
whether we will keep the matter there and 
welcome the coin, or whether we will go 
backward and expel the coin, and go once 
more on the sea of irredeemable promise, 
and all the evils that are attendant upon it. 
I turn the issue upon the gentlemen who 
talk about resumption. They come to U9 
and picture the hardships of resumption. 
W hy! The hardships that are connected 
with U have been gone through with. We 
have made the sacrifices ; we have gone 
clear through with them and we have gone 
until we are now on Pisgah'* top looking 
right down into the promised land.

It is inviting, and pleasant, and 
cheerful, and prosperous, and just as we 
are going lo to enjoy its traits up steps the 
modern Greenback party ani says, “Now, 
don't take a step in that direction; come 
back and wander forty years more in the 
financial wilderness.'* [Loud applause and 
laughter.]

Vicksburg and Chattanooga. In the West, 
and we stood before the world on the high 
vantage ground of great victories. 
But 
still the Treasury was empty ; the expendi­ 
tures were simply enormous. The expen­ 
ditures of the great coalition that fought 
Napoleon Bonaparte, and drenched Eu­ 
rope with blood for twenty years, was 
naught in comparison with the vast amount 
of expense which confronted Congress in 
December, 1863. William Pitt, against the 
power of Napoleon, never raised over five 
nundred millions of oar dollars in any one 
year of his lite; the estimate of Salmon P. 
Chase for the expenses of that year was 
one thousand and seven millions of dollars 
But then he laid down for us some facts 
which I wish those gentlemen in favor of 
honest money would publish as a campaign 
document and distribute all over the land, 
for he showed us that if we went on issu­ 
ing legal tender paper we woald destroy 
the power of the government to borrow. 
And yet we had that moment a necessity 
for more than forty millions of unpaid re­ 
quisitions lying on his desk, with $30,000,- 
000 due to the soldier boys at the front. 
The necessity of ready money was so em­ 
barrassing that the simplest obligation 
could not be met, and he said we most 
have some further emission of 
paper 
money, but that the assurance must be 
given to all capitalists—and by capitalists, 
1 mean every man tfcat had $10 to loan, be­ 
cause every man who had $10 to loan was 
sure to loan it—that the assurance mast be 
given to them that the government of the 
United States was not going to destroy its 
currency. And the result of those con­ 
flicting questions was a compromise which 
stands in the statute book of the United 
States and provides that the total amount 
of the United States notes issued and to be 
issued shall never exceed $400,000,000. 
Following the suggestion of Mr. Chase, 
Congress authorized him to issue another 
hundred millions of legal-tender notes, and 
fifty additional millions for taking care of 
the temporary loan. Now, Mr. Chairman, 
submit that the money that outfitted 
Grant for his closing campaign in the East 
and Sherman tor his great campaign in the 
West, the money that clothed and fed the 
army and equipped your gallant corps in 
that army, and every other soldier that 
marched with the musket under the flag of 
the United States, was paid for under that 
last bill, and that last bill 
RESTS ON THAT COMPROMISE, 
I rest the argument here. I will take a 
jury of twelve men and swear them on 
their honor as citizens of the United States, 
regardful of the honor of their govern­ 
ment as they would be of the honor of 
themselves, whether, having borrowed a 
thousand million of dollars, and having 
expressed an absolute pledge, and having 
got more out of that thousand million of 
dollars than any nation ever yet got out o\' 
any tnousaod million el dollars, can we 
desert and disregard oar obligation, when 
through these means the whole nation was 
saved ? Bur, gentlemen, I do not desire 
auy gentleman to infer—I do not wish to 
be understood as insinuating—that if thai; 
pledge was not binding, if that pledge hat 
never been made, that it Would be a wise 
and advantageous thing, on the part of the 
United States, to go to work and issue a Iou 
of money on the faith and credit ol the 
government. On the contrary, I woulc 
consider It a policy so unwise as to amount 
to insanity ,* for this simple reason : I see 
before me 6,000,8,000. 10,000 people, I do 
not know how many ; I haye asked every 
assembly I haye addressed In public, I have 
asked in private the leading exponents or 
greenbacks “if you propose to have the 
government issue paper money for ihia 
people, how are you going to restrain and 
control, and regulate the issuing of It 
But I have never had one answer that 
made any approach to it. I think a great 
deal of Congress, bat know something 
about it. I do not pretend to know much 
more about any one question than my 
neighbors, but with all due respect for
